reioyce in the Sunnie ſplendor of truth, Conſtantine 
admitted him within his embraces, and all thoſe 
adherents of Arrius were confounded by their owne 
pertinacity and wiltulnes. T hus hath it fared with 
all innovations, Yea Chriſt hawſelfe was ſubje& ro __ , 
traducing, for abolitfhing that ceremoniall law , on 
which the Iewes were belotted: For the propheſicg Mathas.6r.. 
againſt the Temple, about which the Prieſts were ex- 
aſperated; and for the dorines of faluation, with ***5-5- 
which the people were diftracted;and yetin the end, 
they that were not credulous of his preaching and 
miracles being alive, belceved a few fiſher-mens re- -— 4 
ports after he was dead. "ty

(moſt graciuus Lords) give we icave to remember 
v hat 1s reported of Car, who hearing of thedeath 
of a Roraanc ſ0}d'cr, that had hvcd merily and fe- 
curely, yct died greatly in debt and 18 mens diſgra- 
ces, he delircd to buy the bed and the pillow on 
which he lay, deeming lome rare vertue to be there- 
in, whcreon a man could flcep fo ſoundly and with- 
out manitcli perturbation, that lived in ſo great dan- 
ger: ſo though I dclire no pillow or bed from under 
the King of Spaine, yet with Ceſar 1 proteſt,there is 
{ome wonder of nature belongs unto him, that hee 
can flcep at all, baving ſo wany troubles to wreſtle 
with, ard intricate ſedgic weeds of diſturbances to 
winde out of, | 

For ever fince Philrp the ſeconds mariage with Ex- 
gland, and that the ambitious hun:our for being an 
E mperours ſonne,ſwelled beyond all the degrees of 
compariſon with other Princes , how hath Spaine 
beſtird himſelfe to the aftrighting of Exrigpe, and 
moued of purpoſe out of his owne faire aha lecure 
clement, to look on his neighbours with retrograde 
aſpects in contrarious orbes: ſo that Princes may de- 
mand {though meane men muſt be filent) what hath

the 1eſt, and of which you have cxpericnce by the

ations of Henry 8. of famous memory, 

Ar ficlt, by reaſon of conſanguinitie (yet perſonall 
mariages doe not rule Princes affaires) hee ioyned 
with the Emperour againſt France, and by bis anxi- 
liary forces, Charles the 5. not onely expulled the 
French out of 1taly, but at laſt ſacked Rome, and took 
the Pope and his Cardinals priſoners; ia which jolli- 
tic he proceeded, vntil! the battell of Pawy, where 
the French King was taken priſoner, and (o his for- 
tune {welled over the banks of all limication: then 
began our King t9 be icalous of his greatnes, and 
by degrees retracted, ſuppoting it high time to re- 
bate his ambition, and lay as it were a cooling card 
upon his forwardnes3z ſo not only the French King 
was relieved, but Pope Clement ranſomed, 

If it be thus, and thatthere is a kinde of politicall 
neceſlitie among Princes,to watch the affaires of one 
another, I hope it is now high time to looke upon 
Spaines intruſions, and provide for our ſelves, that 
we have not ſo dangerous a neighbor, Bur if we be 
| ſenlible of preſent loſles, wrongs, dilgraces, affronts, 
and intolicrable indignities, let the fame water thar 
drave the mill, drowne the mill : and if peace have 
abuſed us, ler warre a Gods naine repaire our credits. 
There is no Aconite in nature, but may be preven. 
ted by an Antidote : yea it is an axiome in Phila. 
ſophie,that prevencing philick is better then curing, 
and the law of preſervation is incident to all crea- 
rules, 

But here me thinkes, ſome ſordide covetous 
Church-man, rich churliſh Farmer, (currilous fearful 
Lawyer, or temporizing Paraſite way interie& 
theſe

theſe doubts. Firſt,whether we have ſufficient occa- 
fion or no, to fall out with Spaine? Secondly, how 
ſhall a warre be maintained Thirdly, where the 
ſeate of this warre ſhall be * Fourthly.who ſhall be 
called to our afhſtance?

For if the 
greateſt doubt be for want of money, why ſhould 
we be more unfortunate then we have been 2 the

How came thedcluge, but for want of warres The 
linnews ot peace were multiplicd as high as the hills, 
and hardnedlike the rocks. How began Abrahams 
credit to be counteda Prince among the Plil:tranr, 
but by a famous exploite againſtthe tive Kings, and 
an Heroike charity to deliver his brother Los from 
opprethon ? Betweene Kebeckcas twinns thee was a 


- warie in the wombe, and 7acobs bleffings proceeded 


from wraltling with God. It warre had not been (as 
I faid betore ) the Church wight ill be moyling in 
the brickhills in Ezzpt, butar laſt Cana:n was ſubjec- 
ted, and the houſe of God made glorious tor ever. 
Yea, though Salomon was the prince of peace, asa 
tipe of Chriſt, and Chrilt bornc in the time of peace, 
atter awg#/t4 had ended his troubles,and the Sonne 
of God the author and louer of Peace; yet were Da+ 
ids worthies the contrivers of Salomens greatneſle, 
and Auguſtus turmoiles the bringers torth of afrer 
quietnefle ; yea Chriſt himſcite told then plainely, 
he'came not to bring peace buta ſword; and in /ohns 
vilionthere isa ſword, with a double edge procee- 
ding out of his mouth. 

You ſhall reade in the 1#d2es, that the ſtarres did 
fight againit Si/era in their order z what, ſhall warre 
come from heaven againit Gods enemies, and ſhall 
we be affraid of itonearth? it was done faith the text 
in order, to ſhow, that there 1s nothing out of order 
in heauen z but it this order could be predominant in 
carth, earth would preſume with heauen, and wicked 
Princes take aduanrage of this tearm of order, to ad. 
uancethe impicties of peace, Jeroboams clues were

time, and corruptions of Court : and ſo it followes 
in all the enormous proceedings of irreligious peace, 
tyrinous governments,wanton paſhons, unreformed 
Common-wealths, icalous Princes, the papacy In- 
qiulition, perſecution of Saints, and the abuſes of 
ambirious officers, all their deformities are covered 
w'th the mantle of order,and innocent ſovles betray- 
ed to the voice ot authoricie with this affrighting: 
how dare you be diſobedientto Princes © raiſe hurli- 
burlics and 1nnouatton, or ſeem rcfraRary to the ſta- 
tutes of government? is it not wiſedome to prevent 
turbulent warre, and keep miſchiete in awe by plea» 
ſing the Princes, though with flattery and abſurd 
ſoothing thcir impious and tearefull enormiries ? But 
alas, haue nor all theſe proved like the glorious gar- 
ment of Medea, which burnt Cres/atocinders, and 
ſet the houſe of Creon on a blaſe, or if you will the 
ſhirt of Dezanira, that conſumed Hercules to powder, 
who pur it on ſimply as a garment of loue and 
pace. 

Whence came all the projects inveRiues, but by 
reaſon of the iniquitic of peace. One cries out upon

[tous bravericof Princes, and exceſle of apparrell. A 
fift takes the very farmer and clowne in hand, who 
rudgethat the new Moones and feaſts, becauſethe 
markets are prolonged, and they cannot grindethe 
face of the poore byſelling their corne deere enough, 
A ſixtadventures vpon the ſervants of officers, who 
\by reaſon of their Maſters greatneſſe and authoritie, 
leap from threſhold co threſhold, and exhauſt the 


(treaſures of whole houſe-houlders to advance and 


floriſh their pride, luſt, and riots: and all of them 
muſter ſo many epithites, and attributes againſt 
Prieſt and deceitfull Prophets, that I hauenot breath 
to ventthe variety. And when was all this,in the time 
of peace, when the warres had ſetthem downe in the 
chaire of tranquillity * even then forgat they both 
God and themſelves, ftretching our their lIimbes on 
beds of ivory, *carowlſing in goblers of gold, and kil- 
ling the fat lambs of the flocke, but no man remem- 
bred the afflition of ſoſeph: mayI notthen well con- 
clude, that warre was a bleſſing, and peace more dan.

Now let us fee how Religion hath thrived ſince 
Chrift: I will not naive the Primitive Church, 
though thoſe perſecutions may well becalled a war, 
and a bloudy oac, but one warre begat another, and 
Sanquis murtirum ſemen ealeſie, thoſe crvelties pro. 
ved the bloud ot H14ra : as the Palme flouriſhed by 
che preſſure, the Chriſtians thriued by their Martir- 
dome; bur come tothe papacy it ſelte, vho now be. 
gan a glory vathought one by the donation of Prin- 
ces, | hope you ſhall find all their warrps and woofes 
ſpunne and wouen inthe frames of warre, and tur- 
moiles of provinces and principallities. 
Although Naveleris hath a ſtory, that there was 
4 warre in heaven of thunder, lightning, and a grear v1 
voice heard the ſame day, that Conſtantine enteoffed 
the Church with large terricorics,and ſumptvous pal. 
laces, ſaying : Now is poyſon throwne intothe pure 
ſtreame of Gods word; yet did the Biſhop of Rome 
xape vic of the ſame, and out of the warres which 
the Emperours made with the Pagans, digged as it 
were and extracted their ſupremacy, whichat laſt was 
raiſed to a ſtupendous mountaine of admiration : for Q "of 
thus goes the ſtorie, 
As Conſtantine the great was ſetting forward his 4 
Armies, there was a bloudy crofſc ſcene in the firma. 
ment, and a voice heard,/s hoc /ieno wines; yea,their 


was advanced as a monument, and miracle in the 
Primitive Church, by the command of the Emperor: 
whereupon the Biſhop of Rome taking advantage ad- 
ded thoſe hollydaiesin the Rubrick : Inwentio Crucss,

maine; how mightily did the papacy increaſe by the 
divition ot the Empire, and the warres of the Na- 
tion? untill the Goths and Vandals were cxpulled, 
who intected /taly and made (ſuch a blaſe in Kome,thar 
all che water ot 7iber could not quench the flame; 
bur as you read of 1244 wraſtling with Hercwles, 
who renewed his {trength by touching the earth; 
The Pope recovers his teuer, and from hiding his 
head in Kawvenna Avignon, and other places;through 
the warres of Princes, and valour of Carols Magnus 
appcares againe, ſtradling over Rome like a Coloſſus, 
and ſo makes Rome haueroome ot precedency over 
all countries : ſo that I may well ſay, the barren ſoile 
of tl\cir potency was watred and manured with the 
ebfoud of Souldiers, and the nationall warres gather. 
ed together the ſcattered limbes of Pelops, waking a 
more glorious body then the firſt, had nor the bralen 
armes proved like the Image of Embden, which is a 
woman of a great ſtature overa poole, -within whoſe 
embraces MalefaQtors arethruſt,and lu by an engine 
ſhe cruſſerh chem to death, and then opening her 
armes lets them fall into the water. Thus did they 
floriſh by the forreigne wares : but what became of 
thcir owne peace? they fell ro pride, gurmundize, 
and riot, they iy. one atother, they proved 
incendiaries to Chriſtendome, they intertained 
Negromantick ſpells, wich diveliſh and exotick Arts: 
they practiſed murthers, whoredomes, andinceſts : 
they depoſed oneanother,and as it were with a Atat- 
tachene dance of diſorders inany times three or foure 
at once followed their Competitors, with whole armics 
of revenge : they attempted the humiliation of Em- 
pcrours: 
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I 
perours, and made a ſport at the inauguration of 
Kings and Princes, as it it |ay in their power with a 
kicke of their feere to pull off, or tumble aſide their 
faſteſt Diadems, Ina word, they grew wanton with 
peace and plentie: and as warre had cauſed their 
greatneſſe, they cauſed their finnes ro be more great 
through che corruption of proſperity : ſo that from 
mocited Preachers and Miniſters of Gods word, 
they grew Statiſts, and wrought up diuclliſh pollicy: 
like Promethus Yulture,to gnaw upon the heart of hea- 
venly religion,till nothing was lett but gewgawes and 
cereinonies, tralh and trumperies: then fron Sciol. 
lers they proved graduats, and proficients ia Villany, 
rayling quarrells againlt Princes, and cxciting Prin- 
ces one again(t another; ſo thatTI may well ſay, all 
the while the truite of their greatneſle, and fo of their 
ſinnes, was a riping, it ſwelled moreand more, till it 
proved (o windy and forcible, that the very breath 
degraded Kings from their thrones,who had former. 
ly litced them up to ſublimity,and ſupported chem in 
their ſuperſtition and hipocriſie : ſorhat I may well 
ſay according totheir owne computation, that warre 
was a teſimm;: and if the nations had maintained rheir 
priſtinate quietnefl: and idolatry, the Propheſies of 
Scripture which they aſſume to themſelves, had ne- 
ver beene effected in ſuch a maner, to makes Kings 
and Queecnes their nurliag fathers, and nurling mo- 
thers. And thus much for the Papacy:or if you will, 
thc outward eminence of the Church from the rune 
of Conſtautinus Magnis,untilthe rruth was indeeddil- 
covered according to Yropheſie, which ſeemed ob- 
{curedin tlie remote places of Pol1nl, Moldavia, and 
otlicr

etherabaſed nations, or atleaſt tooke up a reſting 
place in the mountaines of Rhetia, where the Popes 
proud feer durit not come for teare of crauggy ſtones, 
ztcepy paſſages, and dangerous wayes. 

Now let us tollow the trve Religion,or if you will, 
that by which it is faid, /ſervethe God of my fathers, 
after the ſame maner which you tearme Hereſiez, 1 hope 
you ſhall ſee how the warre hath proveda bleſſing, 
and principall meanes of her floriſhing ; I will nor 
medd!e with the particular ſecrets of nations, where- 
inever (ince the Primitiue Church the voice of Elias 
was heard, as it there were certaine crying out : they 


1.60,19.1014.were alone. Helpe Lord, the Temple is defiled, the 


Pricſttood corrupted, the alter prophaned, the Le- 
vites degeneratcd, and religion ficke of a conſump. 
tions forasthen God did comfort the defſolate,ard 
diſtracted Prophet, with aſſuring him there were 
7000 that had bowed their knees to Baa, Soin all 
kingdomes, though there was no outward viſibility, 
or preheminence of a true Church, there were divers 
Chriſtians by nature, who proved ſuch as 7#4b, who 
yet'was not circumciſed by the Law of Moyſes, Bur 
more particularly in the mountaines of Xheria, now 
the /ewes and Grizons, there were ever whole nations 
profeſſors of erue religion : that is to ſay, haters of 
Idolatry, contemners of ambitious and covetous pre- 


lacy, deſpiſers of ſuperſtition, and ccremonies, ene- | 


mies to hipocriticallavaricc, and A#t#ageniſts,as I may 
ſay ro the Popes vſurpations, who then flouriſhed 
moſt,when the fiery tryalls of Gods Saints was ſeven 
times greater, and the Popes mallice excited princes 
to extirpe them, and cauſed Fmperours to make war 
upon 
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13 
upon ſuch obſcure Hereticks; But good God,from 
* bence came the opening of heaven, that the cloud 
went before the campe of J/rael by day, and the 
fiery piller by night, fothat by reaſon of their trou. 
bles, religion flouriſhed and ſpread abroad, like the 
riucr of Nw to water all Egipe. T hen followed the 
Alber genſes, waldenſes, and ſume others of Helweria 
to follow the truth, as the warre followed them : 
afterward Geneva, Province and Deſphinatus in France, 
were not aſhamed of thcir profelfion : about the 
ſame time the Pragenſes were diſtinguiſhed by Pa- 
piſts and Proteſtants, and the warres of Bohemia in- 
creaſed for the cauſe ofreligion,yea the Martirdomes 
of /ohn HnſS and Hirrome of Prague, taught thouſands 
of people a ſong for their conſtancy, and a burning 
zcale made their hands fight for the libertie of their 
conſcience. 

But when Luther came to at his part, the warres 
of G:rmany made way to the peace of ſoules : and as 
you reade of many, that hearing Platos diſcourſe of 
immortallity, longed forthe ſame, and wiſhed, yea, 
procured to die; ſo whole multitudes expoſed them= 
ſelves to.torture tor Chriſts ſake :. and as the warres 
and perſecutions augmented their puniſhments,they 
augmentcd their ioy for being ſo perſecuted, and 
rooke a pleaſure in the diſpleaſure of princes again(t 
them for Gods ſake, France became a rare preſident, 
and very quickly the Proteſtants multipled fo faſt, 
that with x w lewes they forgat the ceremonies of 
the Saboth, and applicd the Law of preſervation, 
whereby nature taught them to take up Armes in 
their owne defences: then ſtood Geneys on their 
| C guard:

euard : then Denmarke, Norway, Sweden, England 
Scoil1rd, anddivers Handsand Townes tron being 
ſlave» tothe conclaue of Cardinalls, ſent defiance to 
Rome, and brakethe yoakes of their capcivity : from 
impovcriſhing their Countries to bedeck rhe ſtrum- 
per of Babzlon with coſtly ornaments, enriched their 
owne tre{uties, tothe augmentation of chedignity of 
Common-wealths,from proſticuting their wiues and 
daughters tothe |:bidinous luſts of Prieſts, clenſed 
themſelves with the water of chaſtety, and rooke a 
pleaſure in vndetiled beds : from the terror of the 
Clergy, and thundering of cxcommunication, they 
went with peace and contrition of ſoule to Gods al. 
ter, obtaining ſo remiſſion of linnes, and aſſurance of 
ſalvation ; fo that I may wcll ſay, the hand that ſtret. 
ched to pull the Prophet by the throar,is whithered, 
and dried up : yea, except the Prophet pray to God, 
lereboam hall not recover, nor beable to litt it up a- 
gaine, If it be thus, was not warrte a bleſſhng ? and 
hath not Religion beene progagated by thar 
meanes. 

But becauſe you looke for more moderne particu- 
lars, let us come ncerer home, and obſerve how Re- 
ligion hath proſpered, and the Nations bin enriched 
by the warres and contentions with Spaine, Auſtria, 
andthe Papacy, 1.in Germany, 2. France, 3.the Low 
Countries, 4.and Enzland iticlte, and how peace, or 
if you will d1\ſewbling contrafts of peace, haue pro. 
ved likeaſtanding poole toall theſe Nations, affor. 
ding nothing by the (tilnefſe of the water, butmud, 
ſtench, vermine, toades, locuſts, and increalc of toule 
contagion.

Concerning Germany and the Empire, when Cer 0- 
lus quintus perceiued the funny ſplendor of Pro- 
reſtantiſme tobe more and more radiant, for all he 
had interpoſed divers clouds and miſty vapſours, and 
became ſuſpitious of ſundry Princes greatnes, after 
the Duke of Sexextes protecting of Luther, as obſcr- 
ving that the warres wonld not onely make them fa- 
Rious,which appeared by the impriſonment of the 
Laniſgrae of Heſſe, but teach them a way both of de. 
fence and oppolition ; he rooke another courſe to 
corroborate his owne greatneſle,and extenuate (as it 
were) the ſtrength of Religion , and this was by ma- 


. king a peace, and withdrawing himſc!fe from the 


troublelomncſe of State: wherein,as it often hapneth 
with cowardly politicians , who by lecking to hide 
their feare, diſcover more the ſame; much like the 
Oltridge, that in a ſtorme or purſuite obſcureth the 
head, and ſo preſumeth all che great body is ſhadow- 
ed:ſo played this Emperour, atter many famous ex- 
ploits and flatteries of forrune, he made the Germans 
belecuc,he was ſo indulgent over the Comonwealch, 
that he would affright or trouble them no further, 
bur leaue them in peace and libertic of conſcience, 
when yet they knew he departed ina rage, as exa(pe- 
rated and diſappointed in his prerences, that he could 
not incorporate the Enipire to his family. Vnder. 
ſtand then,that in his latter time he had ſome checks 
ot fortune, and his peace (hewed not {o beaurffull a 
face as his warres. So that he plainly ſaw, that if ſome 
blocks and hindrances were not calt into the ſmoo- 
ther walks, to hinder Religion from her handſome 
progrelle, and debarre the Proteſtant ['riaces from

vaicing , the glory of Auſtri«-would be diminiſhed, 
and their putcucic fruſtrated; yea his owne renowne 
obſcured with malignitic of time,and cloudy threat. 
nings of a dilaſtrous end , which though it came not 
to ſuch a Cataſtrophe as Powpeys loling his head, yer 
might prouc as bitter areceit as Sc4p495 confining him 
ſe!te ro a country grange, who had in his lite obtai- 
ned the ſurname of Africanw, and 1n his ations the 
renowne of a reinarkable vertue. All which came ro 
paſſe inthe harvelt ol this Emperours huſbandry. $0 
that now you thall baue ſome particulars concerning 
his diſcontents and ob{ervations, which he himſelte 
propoſed for the eſtabi1ſhing the houſe of Auſtria in 
the Empirc. 

Touching his diſcontents; Firſt, Thovgh ke kept 
correſpendency with the Duke of Sax«ns humors g 
yet he much repincd at hs audaciouſnes, that durtt 
maintaine a Fricr againſt the Pope and himſelte,as by 
Lutb:ys comming to #4'0127e5 was appaiant. Second- 
ly, It amazed himtolec a greater neglett of the prin- 
ccs towards him ( torall the uniting of Spaine, Bur. 
gwndy, and Asjtria) then was before, and that the 
declaring himleltean enemy tothe Protcitants, de- 
clarcd them the firme friends of the Goſpel! of Iclus 
Chriſt. Thirdly, After Cardinallzyo/ſes tall, per- 
cciving King /tenry of England jealous of his great- 
neſſe, as commijſerating tlie French Kings impriſon- 
ment, taken in the battell of Pany , he thought there 
was n-» proceedings inthe high projets of Germany. 
Forqueltionlefſe King Henry would take the Prote- 
ftant+ parts, and provide that the Empire ſhould be 


4+. RillEletive, Fourthly, That when the Princes had 
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denied the Diadem,and inveſture to Philzp his ſonne, 
as diſcovering tat be went about to make it heredi- 
tary, and ſo keptall Exrope in awe by his treaſure and 
dominions , he ſtomacked their repugnancy, and 
would peradventure haue threatned, if his power 
had kept correſponedncy with his willingneſſe to re- 
venge. Fittly, That when te Pope and the con- 
clive of.Cardinalls would by no meanes conſent, to 
have him ficin ſuch achaire of greatnzfle, as Sparne, 
the./ndies, the Empire, and the Low Countries; he 
wreaked his rage from Rome; and Burbon in his b:- 
halfe ſacked the Citty, impriſoned the prelates, and 
ſer the Pope ata ranſume;z whereupon followed the 
excommunication borh of himſclte and Phillip his 
ſonneand the election of his yong brother Feratnand 
Empcrourz all which augmented his diſcontenrs, 
Sixtly, Thar having heard of the lofle of his Nauy 
at A/ger, he (uſpeted a change of fortune,and grew 
fo dilquieted and melancholy, that comming to 
Afllaive, he forgart the (tzrc of an Emperour, and 
they forgat the duty of obſervation ; For when the 
people perceived that he was carelef{cro (atisfie rheir 
expeation, they were as careletle to gratihe or glo- 
rite him as2 Magniiicent Prince; for in the City 
they letc him all alone in his blacke Spani(h cape 
cloake, and would not attend him downe to his 
Gallics. Scuenthly, Laſt of at! comming into Sp4zn, 
he found the Clcrgie humorous againtt him for his. 
ranſom:ning Pope Clexzent, and other contumaces a-- 
gainft the Church : whereupon perceiving his peace 
to thrive worſe then his warres, he left all his glories 
to his ſonane and brother, and retired hiwſelfe ro the: 
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Momaſtery of Saint Lawrence, or Eſcurial/: where 


within three yearcs he finiſhed his life: and yet he 
lived to ſay, that warre was to hima blcſling, farre 
beyond his peace. 

2. Touching thoſe Arian 1mperijs, it is well 
knowne. Firſt, That he not onely projected him- 
{c}te,bur in{trutted his ſonne Phil/epro make the Em. 
pire hereditary to the houſe of A»/tria, and all F wrope 
to depend upon Spaines Monatchy z as by the ſuble- 
quent a&tions of King Phillip was apparant. Second- 
by, That Ferdinando Emperour,beeſpecially carcfull 
to firme and contra unto himielfe by one meanes 
or other ( eſpecially conſanguinity ) the King of 
Poland, Saxony, and Bawaris : as within ſhort time 


; came after to paſſe, Thirdly, -T hat of all other 


things a peace beratefied with the Gran Signeur, 
and correſpondency kepr betweene them. Fourthly, 
T hat a jealous eye be had ouer Pragse, Preſburg.and 
Glatz, For Prague was the abſolute commander of 
Bohemia + and the Prouinces durſt not ſtart, if the 0. 
ther Citties were Gariſond with Spaniards. Fittly, 
That the eſuites be countenanced in their deſignes ; 
For a'though the Pope and conclave of Cardinalls 
might repine at their intruſion, and intermedling 
with matters of State : yet by their meanes, and ſan- 
Cificd religious devotion, ſuch buſtheſles might be 
elteed,as ſhould ever tend tothe glory and augmen- 


> tation ol Sparnes greatneſſe. Sixtly, Thar an Im- 


periail tation be ever nouriſhed in Luſatra, Srleſ1a, 
and Moravia : eſpecially that che Catholick Biſhops 
be maintained in the ſuppreſſion of the Proteſtants : 
whoclſc will follow the tormerBohemians,in taking 
Cu

up Armes againſt their Princes; and therefore the 
ſateſt way were, todiſarme them by 01e meanes or 


other, Seventhly, That the Gouernour of Millane 7 


in his due timc labourto get a footing in Sw/tzerland, 
by building ſome fort or fortreſſe to ſecure the pal- 
ſages: that ſothe Armies in /raly might march in 
peace, or without prejudice over the A/pes into Ger- 
many. Eightly, Laſt of all, that the Griz2xs eſcape 
not without viſitation, although ir coſt pentions, 
reward, and flattery; andif che protectors, which 
mult be either Imperiall or French, character it with 
an intruſion : meanes muſt be wrought, thatneither 
of both haue leiſurcto prevent it. 

Thus ended this great Projector his dayes; but 
then began his Family : their Phactons florith of 
wightineſſe, which queſtion!eſſe had tunne over che 
bancks of Eerope like an inundation, hadnot thar mi. 
ror of mankinde, (1 meane Queene Elzzaberh) with 
the Statrsof Holland, kept King Phillip and his ſonne 
play 50. yeares at lealtz whereby they were pulled 
backe as it were by the (leeve, trom either ſending 
forces into Germany ; or growing to faſt, like broade 
ſpredding burrs, which are not onely noyſome in 
themſelues, bur hinder the ({weeter grafſe which 
neighbours them. Notwithſtanding Ferdinanae, 
Roaulphus,and Mathias, proceed in the aftaires of the 
Empire, with the former caurions,and outward lena- 
tive courſes, laying alide all forcible Armes, and im- 
perious overruling the Princes? whereby in lefſe 
then forty yeares many things ate effected, tending 
ro combuſtion of goauernment, and overthrow of 
true religio: which may be contracted tochelſe heads, 
and 
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and ſerue to prove, that Varre was 4 bl- ſing ; and 
eace a meerc intetion ot Prelacic and pollicie. 

Ejrlt, Certaine marriages augment the inceſts of 
Spaine, and reconcile Poland and Saxony tothe houſe 
of Auſtria. Secondly, Vnder the colour of ſecuring 
the confines of Hungary and Poland, againſt the in1- 
curlions of the Twrke, Spaniſh Gariſons are admitted 
into Rab, Camora, Precburge Camiſia, Glatz Viennaand 
Prague it ſelfe. Thirdly, The confethon of:Ausbarge 
is bought and purchaſed with great ſummes of mo- 
ney, and Kedulphus makesan Awreaballs tor the ra- 


. tification: whereby moſt of the free Citties iuſtific 


their publike profeſſion, and are atraid of nothing 
but the corruptions of peace, and the exceſle of a 
diſſolutelife, Fourthly, The Proteſtants increaſing 
both in Prazue and Yiennz, a certaine Popes craft is 
diſcovercd by admiſhon of the Teluites and Pricſts in- 
to Poland, Hungary, and Germany : whereby S:xony, 
that ever had as it were an Angell to ſtirre the poole 
of Shils , quickly !oſt her prerogative of healing mi. 
racles, and was poyſoned with the infeftions of po. 
pery : asdivers other Provinces, Fiftly, Laſt of all, 
the Inquiſitors and Catholike Biſhops grew ſo pre. 
ſumptuous of thcir papall authoritie,and potent ad- 
herents, that they began to tyrannize over the 
Proteſtants. And when Mathias had overcowe the 
jcalouſie between his Brother and himſclte , where- 
by he was invelted King of Hungary in Rodwulphus life 
time, and within a while after abſolute Emperour g 
they fell from threatving to bloudy executions, not 
ſparing the liucs of men, women and childrengz nor 
deliſting from opening the graves of the reverend 
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4 defun&, and burningtheir bones z yea the va- 
rity of tortures, and heiliſh machinations were 
F ſo violent, thatall ſores exclaimed on their coflen- 
e : ning peace and proſperity : confeſhing warre was 
g | rather a bleſhug vato them z. eſpefliially when 
No they remembred the floriſhing propagation of 
d | religion, when the Bohermiap Armies compaſled s 
d t ſuch achieuments vnder the ſtandard of that 
2h cuer memorable valiant Ziſefs, and inade the 
J- Countrey proud againe, that it had ſuch heroick 
2- natiues both to maintaine their owne honor, and 
ic Gods glory. For ſay on the contrary, that ſome. 
1g , times either the taious Papilts prevailed, as you

he Shall I adde a noble enforcement by ſome prea- 
he | chers in this extremity, who remembring the 
re- Hiſtory of 19h» Hufi, remembred allo their loſles 
ife and dilgraces by a trecherous peace; for all the 
urs while the Lords of Bohemiaſtaod at defiance with 
10t Antichriſt, and made the name of Thebor by the 
10r watres, as famous as the fort of Ziem; lobhn Huſs 
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and Hierom of Prague both lived, and did well 
enough but no ſooner was a coflening peace 
proclimed,and the Councell of Conſtance creed, 
bur the confiltory violated their faith, and ſo 1hn 
Huſs was burnt te cinders by truſting the colluſion 
of 1:15 {ate conduct. 

Shall I cont:nue with many other examples, 
after the Peace was: concluded betweene the 
Emperour Rodulphns, and the great Twrke, then 
were the Papiſts at leiſure ro er.that golden 
inage ot the Popes excominunication;* but with- 
all there was a deale ot toy and comtort, abſoluti- 
on and remiſhon ot (innes promiſed it they would 
lay downe their armes, and ſubmit to the Ein» 


Mcmelacrle perour. May I next now apply the tale of De. 


moſthenes concerning the Woolues,and the Sheep, 
whoin the treatie would haue no peace, cxcept 
their doggs were raken away,which granted ghey 
violently ruſhed vpon them and tare them in pee. 
ces. Sono ſooner were theſe poore Huſiteedil- 
armed, butfire and faggots were prepared, and 
the paſſionate Proteſtants. rored outright, that 
cucr they dehifled from warre,to be betrayed vnto 
a diſſembling peace. 

Shall 1 yet come more forward with the aFaires 
of Sile/z and Morauis, whoſe example the great 
and free T ownes tollowed ; and when they ſaw 
what Hunzary and Bohtwis had done tor the de- 
fence of the Goſpell, and reuenge of 19h» Huff his 
death : they allo combined themſehues, and whar 
they could nor proſecute by faire entreaty,and re- 
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2 
ligiousenforcement, producing their arguments 
from teſtimonies af Scripture, they wrought out 
by force ot of armes, and couragious oppolitions ; 
{o that both the Popeand Emperours could not 


chute but contelle with the enchanters of Egipe, Exol 919, 


bur that'there was the hand of God cucn in the 
miracles of lice and vermine, 

Wheu Hannibal/came out of Spaine totranſpaſſe 
the Alpes into /raly, which he did by the way of 
Sauoy to Pieſmont , the aſperity of the weather, 
and the tediouſneſle of the trauaile was ſo fatal! 
and ominous vnto him, that he loſt one of his 
eyes, and the very Souldiers pittied his diltrefle, 
and indetatigable patience; But gave he oucr 
thus no, no, he brake the rocky mountaine of 
Sine//e with otle, viniger, and fire, and made a 
paſſ1ge which nature denied, and was at firſt ſup- 
poled impothble for the company. $0 farcd it 
w:th the affaires of thele Prounces, the Pope 
laught-them to ſcorne, when their attempts tor 
theirmanumition and tree enioying the Goſpell, 
ſcemed rebated by rhe mighty power -of their 
aduerſaries : but when againe they proceeded 
with amore chcerefull alacritie and combination, 
and by force of Armes with tire and (word made 
their way through the armed troopes of their 
encivies : the Emperours knew not what to 
doe, but thoght itrhe beſt courſe to contirme 
the intercelhon, Thus did the warres, not one- 
ly ſauc their liucs, but made them reaowned 
to poſtcrity, for being the champions of Ictus 
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Chriſt, 

Shall I laſt of all come to Bohemwas moderne 
ſiory, their diſtaſtings of Mathias gouernment, 
thc repinings at the inauguration of his couſen 
Ferdinand, now Emperour; their reſolutions to 
reduct the gouernmgnt to elective Suffrages, 
their apprehenlion of the Ps/ſgraves worthinefle, 
theirpreſumption of Eng/azds coadiutement, and 
at laſt their raiſing of ſcucrall Forces vnCer the 
government of the Protectors of Prague: in all 
which, warre was 4 Bleſing indecde, and the 
diſſimuled peace of the Prouiaces with che con- 
tederate Princes tripped downe (as it were) the 
ſtanding or rather ſtaggering glorie of Bobemias 
proceedings, For while Englands embacies and 
{lender preparations made Yienna ſmile at the 
protration, Bawarza enters the Pa/atinate on the 
Eaſt, Leopol/dus of Elſac Saneren on the South, 
and" Spmola with Gonzales de Cordua on the Noith: 
yea before the reuolt and taking of Prague, the 
myſtery of warre was not ſearched, and the 
hope of peace overclouded King Fredericks good 
parts with parcemonie and negte& of execution 
of diſcipline, whereby the Citic of Prague grew 
fativus, and the inbabirants ſuſpeed them- 
ſclues, yea were angrie with their tormer iudge- 
ments, that had eleted a man, who ſtaggered 
in his opinion beewcene peace and warre, and. 
committed a great follec:{me in State, as leaving 
his Countrey vnfurniſhed, and Heidelberg 1n 2a 


maner vntortified z when yet there was norbing 
| bur 
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but warre,cicher to ſupport him Randing (ill, or fur- 
ther him aduancing forward. But there is noreui. 
uing of fearfull accidents, and vnlauory contingents 
to deiected Princes. Yercome to Mansficlds coming 
into the Palatinate,and Prince Fredericks returne with 
Brunſwicks heroike and noble oppolition : all the 
while che Armies lay watching one another, there 
was hopcot recouery,and the enemy ſeemed ſo farre 
trom inſulting, chat he feared their incurſions into 
his owneconntrey of Bawaris. Yet Vienna knew not 
what to ſay to the dangers threatning her triumphs : 
and alchough he ſouldicrs played the fiery meteors 
on cuery (ide with miſchiels and terror, with afHi&- 
ing the townes, with cxaRting diſburſements, and o- 

ther inconueniences of a cruell miſery , yet did 

the warre keep B waria, Tilley, Leopeldus,and the Ca- 

tholike Biſhops in awe, and might haue procured a 

blcſhng to the much humbled Prince Palatine, if the 

Fox had not brought the Lion into a trance, or if 

you will,a labourinth. For no ſooner were the armies 

recalled, and the Princes remoued, but Baw:ria tor 
himſclic, and Tiley for Bawaria ranne in fury to 
extinguiſh his brand of light, and put our the 
glory of the Palatinate. So that I may well conclude, 
warre was 4 bleſſing ; and the diſſemblings of

Shall weſtep into Francegand that with eafie paces, France 


to take the better {urucy of thoſe times and ations. 
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of turwoiles haue dragged Religion by the baire,and 
brought her out as torlorne and contemprtible be. 
fore the peop!c, ot purpole to ſtone her, as if Syuſanns 
had commuted folly in Iſrael:but thoſe eyes that bur- 
ned with reuenge, vpoi her approned innocence 
were turned to compaſſion; thoſe hearts which mur- 
mured at her hypocrilie, were leniated with a more 
iuſtiiablecriable; and hole hands whic!1 had ſtones 
ready to daſh out ber braines, returned them vpon 
her acculers, and made them repent the warres, and 
curſe Spaine, whole trechery and ambition oncly 
weakned France by inteſtine combultions, that France 
might not weaken Spaine by publicke holtilitic, 

I will nor deale with the French inventory, nor 
make the long ſhadowes of ſtory make you belceuc, 
there is ſome ill lucke behinde you. ; but thig 
you may ſce how many worthy men have taken 
vp perſpetiues, toſhew the true barred French man 
2taroff, vpon ſurmiles of Spaines coadiutement, or 
augmentation of his owne territories, For the Spa. 
niards would ſerue him, as they oncedid the Duke 
of Calabria againſt Charles the fitr, to forſake him in 
his extremitic. And when Fraxcs the firſt ſentan 
army to recoucr Nawarre,and Fonteraby vpon Spaniſh 
inſtigation, in the tumultuous times of diuers inſur. 
retions in Arragon and Caftile, the troubles were 
ſoone appealed, and the French driuen out of the 
Land. 

Buz let vs come to the tripping Pheries of all 
zimes , whereby Princes are ſeduced ro flattery 
and private reſpet; How hath Spaize delt with 
all Kings and their-Mipions, eucr ſince the Duke

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of Guiſes tyrannous Maſlacree at Yaſti, and that 
vntortunate marraige of Nauazre, and the cun- 
ning baitcs of the King of Spaines Penſioners in 
the Court of France : which I am afraid are ſti!l (6 
vencmous toall Nations, that they will corcuptthe 
ſoundelt hearty, let there be neucr fo great pollicie or 
conueniency at their admiſſton.

riou3 procecdings of the Pririces againſt their owne 
ſubic&s, and divert the (cuerall Kings from looking 

toward Nauarre, Milaine, N«plcs, the {uccoting of 
the Switzers, Grizons, and thole torricories : yea it 
you will, the patronizing of the Pulatrnare it leife : 


which was once vnder the couert of the French con- 


fedracy. Thus hath the cannon battered their owne 
townes, and the mis-led Kings vaſheathed their 
owne ſwords of vengeance, to ſheath then in the 
bowells of naturall and loyall ſubie&ts; whcrein yet 
they have preuailed nofurther,then to increaſe an in- 
ternall hate and icalouſicagainſt Rome, Spaine.the In- 
quilition, ITeſuites, Pricſts, and all the rable vent of 
Locuſts, who like vermine in a ſtanding Cincking

If you reade the lite of Hemyy the forth, you 
ſhall ſee how famous were his ations, and re» 
markeable his renowne all the while the warres 
laited , inſomuch that the attribute of greatneſle 
was made. a Trophe of his cuerlaſting fame : 
and yet ſtood like an. impregnable rocke, againſt 
which the waues did ruſh impertuouſly, bur to 
the breaking of themſelucs in peeces ; but when 
peace was contrattcd , his honour was diſtracted, 
his Countrey defiled his Townes vitiated, his faich 
violated, his Preachers ſhed reares,and 419/ines wept 
ouer thee for temporizing : his great Officer Birox 
tell into the ſnare of perfidiouſneffe, the Proteſtants 
hung their heads for his luke-warmeneſle, the Papiſts 
gnaſhedtheir tecth tor his pollices, the newters tcar- 
ed him, the Atheifts abhored him, wis Wite diſ[em- 
bled,and an /talian vpſtart contrived his deſtruction: 
as for his Sonne and his vnlimited youthfulneſle, 
that muſt needs caſt achain ouer the necks of Rochell, 
Monpelter, Montalban, Niſmes, Chartres, andother 
Proteſtants Prouinces and Townes ; what did thoſe 
attemps beger but the faire birth of increaſe ot religi- 
on, and firme oppoſition againſt vnprincely cruelty, 
and vnnaturall enforcement ? and he went away 
affrighted at his owne handiworke, and curſing the 
motives and ſetters on of his preſumption : which 
abatcd his malice,and taught him to know there was 
a God aboue princes, which cou!d make the warre as 
a bleſſing to propagare true Religion, and augment 
theglory of the Church. So that I may well ſay, 
that peace to Frarce proud like the Aſpes of Erhi- 


opes, 
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#9pca, who doe not ſing at a/l, but by licking and 
tickling breake their bladders of poyton, which from 
itches grow.to ranckle the fle{h,ril at laſt it exzſtvates 
and by burning heares proves 1ncurable, Why then 
ſhould we be afraid of warre; orfor any caule tem- 

porize with Gods enemies, and a dangerous Nation: 
for whoſe ſake we bave ſuffered the Palatizate to be 
loſt, and ſeene a Noble Prince dejected, as if we were 
glad, thar by ſuch courſes there ſhould no enuy be 
raiſed for his thriving in greatneſſe, or going to faſt 
in his race of Soveraignitic and powerfull Majeſty,

Concerning the Low Countries, I cannot com-Lowr countiyes 


pare them better, then to Camomile, which the 


' more it is troden, the more it ſpringeth, For 


whether warre hath bcen a bleſſing unto them, iudge 
your ſelues, conſidering they haue augmented their 
fame and renown abroad, a1d increaſed their wealth 
and territories at home. Abroad, the Weſt Indies 
haue bcen frequented with their Navies; and the 
ſtormes at ſeas are not ſo formidable to the mariners, 
as their approches to the Spaniard; infomuch that his 
plate Fleets are many times detained in harbour from 
their ordinary courſes, to the diſappointing of his 
Garriſons in Ezrope, which hath cauſed many muti. 
nics and innouations amongſt the ſouldizrs. The Eaſt 
Indies haue been vitited by them,and fo vilited,thar 
they haue planted Colonies inthe Ilands in deſpight 
of oppolition z they haue darcd the Portingals. and 
ouertopped the Engliſh; their ſhips excecd in num- 
ber, and their Merchants in induſtric and huſbandry: 
E their 
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their labours haue wade way vnto continual thriuingy 
and che ſcuerall Kings of the nations haue reputed 
them greater then the Englyh. The Philippines and 
Meolunes haue been ſearched by them, and neither 
Hand nor harbour but rceioyced attheir trade and trat- 
fique. The South ſeas witlithe ſtreights of Mage/ane 
haue been adventvred on, and their voyages {ct che 
pens of learned Chronologers on worke. Both the 
Gnineies and the coalts of Afrik areexplored by them, 
and it thctebe no more inthe ſatisfation of expeAa- 
tion,then knowledge, experience, and augmentation 
ot wealth: they attained ro all by their nauall en- 
counters and adventures. The Lewant is ftored with 
their ſhippes, andehe Streights of Gibraſter are not {0 
ftraight,but in their defrances with Spaine they ruſhed 
them open to giuethem paſlage : ſo that both Turkey 
and /taly have adwitted their faftories, and opened 
the lapps of their plenty, to bid them take the ble(- 
ſings by ſhippes full. If you ſtep into Fraxce, you 
ſhall finde, they not onely ſtepped thether, but viſi- 
ted every rowne of importance, yeelding an honelt 
account of their traucles. What thinke you of the 
fiſhing in Newland, of Whales in Greeneland, of the 
commodities of Jſland, Freezland, of the Herings of 
Scotland,treland,and England,of the coaſts of America, 
and all thoſe Nations which are acceſſab!e, yeelding 

either pleaſure or profit, they haue enery where 

ſuckt the hony with the Bce, and extended their 

trauaile with the Ant, ſo that the ſummers labour 

hath fed and cloathed hem in winter,and the winter 

it ſelfe never had ſuch fearctull blaſts, but the winde 

either breathed good vpon them, or draue them to

ſceke it in all the comers {ze earth. If youare not 
atcaid of the Eaſterne violence and mountanous ice 
of Rufta, you ſhall tinde that they are nor atiaid of 
winters ſnow, nor ſummers contagion : bur viſit 
Norway, Sweden, Gotelana, the ſound of Denmarke, 
the Haus T ownes, Pruſſia, Poland, Mnuſcouta, and all 
maritime coaltes; Inſomuch, that like the honelt ex. 
plorarors of the land of Canaan, they not onely re- 
turne with clulters of, grapes, butcontinue undaun- 
red. So that I may wellſay  warre hath beene a ble(- 
ſing unto them, and the God of all bleſſings hath 
multiplied 1ſrae/ cuen vnder their grieuances. 
Bur now it they kindly let you within their doores, 
you will be amazed ae the furniture ot their houles : 
I meane the ſucceſle of their aftaires, and the noble 
proccedings of the watres, which hath made them 
tamous in the ſuccelle, and letr tizvir honeſt defences 
exemplary toall poſterity, They haue expulſcd the 
Spanizrd out of Zealand, Holland and as it were Cx. 
probrated great Princes tor notbeing'conrent to in- 
{ult oucg the obedienc of their ſubjeRs,burtthey mult 
tyranize their ſoules, either by Inquilicion or change 
of religion ; is it any other chen the working of ſlum. 
bring patience,which being abuſed turneth to fury & 
diſobedience; They haue not onely preſerued their 
virgin provinces fromthe rauiſhings of Burgundy but 
reacnged the vſurpation, which challenged their cap- 
tiuicie by hcreditary birthright : yea, beſides their 
owneordinary walkes to vilit /reck Gel derland,and 
many fortified Townes, they haue madelarger ſteps 
vpon their egemies Countries, and by maine force 
ſhouldred open the Caſltillian gates, and throwne 
the 
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the Porto on the ground which boaſted of Auf- 
11as faſting , and the Popes BenediQtion, fo they 
cated Hamlers,and (till keepe Slniceand the adiacent 
places to depend vpon their garriſons; they poſleſle 
Breda; diucrs Bergens the fort of Zzllo: and aboue 
20 torts and tortrelles in Brabant, What haue they 
done in Clene, Munſter, wejtphalia, the Land of Luke, 
and chole places of Freezlaud, wherein the Spaniards 
arc now puliticke intruders? 

For what Papitt or Hiſpanolized temporiſcr, can 
yeeld aa account of any thriuing ation, or preuail= 
11g {.icceile againlt them theſe 5o yearesz yet the 
Pope curſeth and excommunicateth , the Empcror 
threats, the Archdutches proſcribes them, Spains 
aJembles armies, che Teſuites coniure, the Prieſts im- 
poſture : and all che praQtifes which po!licies, migh- 
tineſlc,treaſure, or friends have hatched and brought 
forth, was but coamaze them with ſome monſtrous 
birth of treaſon, and perfidiousreucnge; yea, thoſe 
ſtrange hindrances of divers reuolts and couert ſup- 
plantations, haue proued their owne ſhame. 

Thus by the corruption of Spaniſh rewards, haue 
diuers Engliſh themſelucs proued traitors to Holland, 
and onely abuſced their honors and loyalty by ſuch in- 
conſtancy : which yet ended with Spaznes ſcornes, 
and their Countries cternall hate and bantſhment. 
Yet for all this hane the Low Countries thrined by 
ſuch exaſperating difficulcies,and che following warrs 
haue beene a bleſhng vatothem : infomuch that the 
Spaniard hath nor onely adinired theirs, and Eng. 
lands happy eſtate : but blaſphemed heauen, to 
ſuppoſe we hada puliing hooke to bring proſperity 
Vito 
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Vnto VS. 

In the time of Dex Lewis Requeſcens, Commander 
and Captaine Geaerall tor the King of Spaine,by rhe 
exciting of diuers Prieſts, certaine Engliſh ceuo!ted: 
which added lite to the Spaniſh affaires. Atter this , 
Aeoremont, Ratelife, Grey, and ſome others, Gentle- 
men of Noble Families in Eng/and, went from the 
Low Countries, and fell into the ſeruice of Spaine, as 
if chey had fallen into a deuouring graue, Ar the 
ſiege of Audenard, 600 Engliſh vader Norris, Barney, 
Corniſh, and Gipſon, proucd traytors to the States, 
and violated cheir firſt alleageance, to be alterward a. 
buſed by them which ſet them on worke. loſt was 
betrayed tothe King of Sparne by a whole Regiment 
of Engl:ſh, ouer whom Pzget. commanded, who 
with the aſſociation of Dalton, Tailor, Vincent, Smith, 
ande/þ, thought to pull away the ſtones of tie high 
built walles of the Low Countries bulivarks, Inmy 
Lord of Leiceſters time, Deuenter and Zurphen were 
deliucred to Stanley and Yorke in the Queenes name, 
who inthe diuels name redeliuered them to Sparne. 
Grane was betraycd by Hermes the Gouernour. Yenls 
ſold by the Burghers, before the enemy approached, 
News loſt by treachery. Berck belicged, and ſoaban- 
doned. And many other places and perſons lett the 
ſeruice of the Starcs, ro ſtare themſclues in the King 
of Sp4inzs intertainment. Yea by perfidious practiles 
another Regiment vndecr Sir 1/1//zams Stanley, whoſe 
Captaines were Scwrlock, Peter winn, Hart, Guin, Salſ- 
bury, Eaton, Reignolas, and Hariſon, torlooke their 
firſt faich, and flattered theinſclucs with the hope of 
great trealurez of Spaines Indies. I could allo name 
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tie ſailing and falling away from Exglandsloue, and 
the Low Ceuntrey embraces of the Earic of weſtmer. 
land, Lord Paget, Charles Paget, Sir Francis Englefield, 
Hugh Owen, Dakers, T. empeſt, Norion, Harman, Mat - 
kenfieldsTremane, Stradling, Carew, ailen, Semthwell, 
1l:mins, Bulmer, with divers others, whoie reuoulrs. 
might have bcen great diſcouragments to the States. 
Bur tor ail chis,they proued like the women of J/rael, 
ſtrong and quicke in their trauell, and doe what Pha. 
roah could, they multiplied exccedingly : and God 
builc the Midwiucs houles tor being honelt to his 
pcoplc. | A . 

| haue not proteſt cited-theſe particulars by way 
of renouation ot diſpleaſure, and diſtalting betweene 
the Dutchand vs : but meerely toſhow the error of 
inconſtancy, and the vanity of diſpairing men, who 
by ouerpriting Spaines potency, diſtruſted the Low 
Countries weakneilc, or dazeled w:tha mitt calt before 
their eyes, or 'ed on by wicked angells, wiſtooke 
ſhadowes tor ſubſtances, and thought to repaire

wracks, and the want of ouraccount in our owne 
channells, things ſubic& to feareful! conſtrution, 
and ſenſible to examination: bur ſay plainly, that 
the bringing in of a million of commodities, is nor, 
or cannot be ſo beneficiall, as the exportation of 
30200]. ſterling a yeare ( beitdes the conuenicncy
